November 12 in Berlin provide that 
only the Nazis may submit lists in 
the balloting which may also result 
in ending the presidential system. 
This information was forthcoming 
along with a statement by a gov- 
ernment spokesman that Germany 
now believes the next move is up 
to the other nations.

EFFORTS PRAISED 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 16— 


(AP) 
_ The United States) 


while expressing formally a 
determination that disarma- 
ment efforts must not be al- 
lowed to fail, has decided 
upon a temporary attitude oi 
watchful waiting toward ef- 
forts to this end at Geneva.

Great Britain Accused of

BERLIN, Oct. 16—(AP)—Foreign 


Minister Konstantm Von Neurath, 
in a half-hour speech to foreign 
correspondents, today sarcastically 
challenged the powers gathered in 
the arms conference at Geneva to 
agree on a mutual disarmament. 
The minister charged the British 
foreign office with misrepresenting 
Germany's attitude to Washington 
and renewed Germany's pledges to 
assist in any project for ridding 
the world of the arms burdens, 
provided equality for Germany con- 
stitutes the basis of such discus- 
sions. 
Herr Von Neurath praised the 
American and the Italian represen- 
tatives for their endeavors the past 
vrcek to mediate the situation and 
bring about a relaxation of the ten- 
sion. Their efforts failed, he said, 
because the other powers tried to 
erect a united front against Ger- 
many. 
To the question, "What next? 
the foreign minister replied that it 
was up to the other counVies to 
take the floor.

Government and banking officials 
hurried to translate into actual dol- 
lars and cents for depositors today 
President Roosevelt's plan for ad- 
vancing approximately $1,000,000.000 
on the assets of closed national and 
state banks. 
Th? immediate federal job was 
completing organization of the de- 
posit liquidation division of the Re- 
construction Finance corporation 
which was designated by President 
Roosevelt to stimulate the distribu- 
tion of frozen bank assets. The RFC 
will supply the funds. 
For those in authority over th< 
ckwed banks, the task was fulfill 
ment of Mr. Roosevelt's plea of co- 
operation by aiding in the swiftes 
possible appraisal of assets. Specia 
advisory and appraisal committees 
will be organized by the deposr 
liquidation board to facilitate thfc 
work. 


Liquidation Board Named. 
The president, In announcing last 
night creation of the deposit liquid- 
ation board, named C. B. Merriarn 
RFC director, as its head. Other 
members were Jesse H. Jones, RFC 
chairman; Under-Secretary Dean 
G. Acheson of the treasury; Lewis 
W. Douglas, budget director; J. F 
T. O'Connor, comptroller of the 
currency, and Walter J. Cummings 
chairman of the Deposit Insurance 
corporation. 


"The object of establishing this 
deposit 
liquidation division and 
trying to stimulate the distribution 
of frozen bank assets," the presi- 
dent said in his announcement, "Is: 
First, to place money in the hands 
of depositors with the least possible 
delay, and second, to bring about 
more orderly liquidation of the as- 
sets of closed banks; this will pre- 
vent dumping of assets at sacrifice 
prices."

The chairman declared he did not 
wish "to let pass unchallenged" 
Herr Von Neurath's declarations 
that the highly armed nations had 
no intention to disarm and that 
Germany could not get equality 
rights. 


The Henderson reply read: 
"I communicated to the general 
commission your excellency's tele- 
gram of the 14th announcing the 
decision of the German government 
to discontinue participation in the 
work of the conference for the re- 
duction and limitation of arma- 
ments, and indicating the reasons 
for that decision. 


"The 
German government took 


this step at the moment when the 
bureau had just decided to submit 
to the general commission a deii- 
nite program. 
"This program, to be completed 


within a limited period, provided 
for the realization progressively, in 
accordance with the resolutions ot 
the conference in which Germany 
herself concurred, of the reductions 
of armaments comparable to those 
contemplated in the draft conven- 
tion submitted to the general com- 
mission. 
"This program was provided also 
with corresponding measures of se- 
curity for the realization of the 
rights which the German govern- 
ment have always placed in the 
forefront of their demands. 
"I regret, therefore, that this 


grave decision should have been 
taken by your government for rea- 
sons which I am unable to accept 
as valid."

Henderson said the withdrawal of 
Germany necessitated asking what 
all were trying to do at Geneva and 
his answer was that all were en- 
deavoring to organise a peace.

OMAHA, Oct. 16—(/P)—Nebraska 


Veterans of Foreign Wars, assembled 
here Sunday, asked in resolutions 
that Governor Bryan call a special 
session of the legislature and "take 
such other steps as will decrease 
unemployment in this state " 


The legislature, the veterans said, 


should pass such acts as "will re- 
quire all state banks now in receiv- 
ership to pay immediately all the 
moneys on hand as dividends to de- 
positors; to begin construction of a 
network of good roads throughout 
the state; to begin an 
intensive 


building program at the 
several 
state institutions and provide for 
the erection of state owned armories 
at the home stations of all units of 
the national guard, to make immed- 
iate purchases of all surplus food- 
stuffs, clothing and other necessities 
of life and distribute the same to 
destitute and unemployed citizens 
of Nebraska " 


The veterans 
further urged in 
their resolutions that Bryan and all 
Nebraska senators and congressmen 
use "their influence in cutting the 
red tape surrounding the approval 
of applications for loans and grants 
under the PWA because such red 
tape is more responsible than any 
other factor 
for delay in re-em- 
ployment." 
The veterans also asked repeal of 


the economy act, hospitalization of 
disabled veterans of all wars, uni- 
form pensions for widows, orphans 
and other dependents of deceased 
veterans of all wars and immediate 
payment of the adjusted service cer- 
tificates.

CHARITY BEGINS AT HOME. 
npHOSE .who heard President 
Roosevelt's speech 


-*• Sunday evening, or who read of his appeal to 
the nation, were reminded that charity begins at 
home. 
He was pleading for local communities to 


recognize their own obligations and for individual 
citizens to assume their civic responsibilities. 


The text very excellently can be given a much 


broader application than applying it simply to those 
efforts to relieve consequences arising from unem- 
ployment and destitution. The disposition to trans- 
fer all troubles to Washington in the belief that some 
miraculous power existing there can cure them and 
will cure them is a part of the national folly so ob- 
servable in recent years. Government cannot ac- 
complish more than the citizens behind it. It may 
exercise intelligent leadership; it may protect 
and 


preserve fundamental principles of social justice and 
equality: it even may handle those problems tran- 
scending state lines and not distinctively local in 
character, but when it begins to reach into the thou- 
sands of communities and take over the burdens of 
those communities, it becomes a colossus which will 
fall of its own weight. 


Such a government must fall because there is not 


the physical strength within the individual or the in- 
dividuals entrusted with the load of discharging the 
public trust to carry such a burden. 


There must be recreated In America the feeling 


that within the small hamlet, the town, or the city, 
and upon the farmside, there is the capacity to car- 
ry on, to pattern a contented and a satisfactory life, 
without it being enriched, or to put it a little more 
directly, without it being subsidized by some benefi- 
cent supergovernment. Each day that he has been 
in office, President Roosevelt must have been im- 
pressed with the peculiar developments in America 
which has resulted in a feeling of helplessness, akin 
to a spirit of despair and defeat. It is new and it 
is dangerous. If there is anything in the past worthy 
of emulation, it is in the manner in which pioneer 
peoples met trial and tribulation. They faced them 
standing on their own feet. Seemingly, it did not 
occur to them they could transfer their 
troubles 


elsewhere. If their crops failed, they knew what that 
meant. If money became scarce, they prepared to 
ride through a distressing, unpleasant crisis as best 
they could. Perhaps, the high standards attained in 
an abnormal period of prosperity, extending over a 
considerable 
number of years, 
during which the 


thought prevailed that America truly had attained a 
halycon wealth, making it safe for all times, robbed 
us of some of our strength, a portion of our stoicism, 
and a measure of our philosophy. 


Yet, it will be recognized generally that If towns 


and villages, if farm Homes, are to be permanent, 
there must be the resources dose at hand to insure 
that fact. The resources start with soil, and with 
the wealth contained in it. and end with men and 
women. Putting them together, there emerges food, 
clothing, fuel, and shelter, and after a while, the 
comforts which add to the sweetness and pleasure of 
living. What has happened to change all of it? Is 
the soil any the less fertile, has the hidden wealth 
beneath the ground become exhausted, Is there any 
less Industry, vision, and strength in the 
peoples 


whose hands convert natural gifts into useful com- 
modities? 


This much has happened. Many of us abused and 


were encouraged to abuse our 
credit.

of business. We cultivated cunning, slippery and un- 
sound methods, we fanned ambitions along the single 
course of money, and out of it all. we built a cradle 
of such profound distrust of each other, such deep- 
seated suspicion of motives, such implacable class 
and group hatred that we have corne perilously close 
to destroying the easy normal avenues of trade and 
commerce. 
We need again the friendly, neighborly 


spirit which is based on fairness and decency. We 
need faith in each other and confidence in the in- 
tentions and the actions of each other. We need to 
realize that from those who hare those who havent 
may receive comfort, help, and under certain condi- 
tion* provision for their welfare. We need roost ol 
all to retrace our steps so that as communifces we 
stand together, fighting our battles, and justifying 
our existence by our capacity to create for ourselves, 
a satisfactory, a peaceful. & contented, a sweet life 
within our own boundaries.

JHL might appear on the front page of the news- 
papers if this country were organized on a European 
basis: 


"KANSAS CITY, Mo., Oct 16.—The 
disarmament 


conference which has been in session here attempt- 
ing to bring about an agreement on plans to halt 
the competitive strife in preparations for war came 
to an abrupt end today when the 
representatives 


from Kansas withdrew and took an airplane back 
to Topeka after getting word that their government 
would no longer participate and would insist upon 
equality in arms with Missouri, Nebraska and Okla- 
homa. 


"This action has precipitated a grave crisis and 


constitutes a serious menace to American peace. In 
the view of some observers, war is imminent within 
the next six months. Unless some way can be found 
to induce Kansas to re-enter the conference, no one 
can predict what will happen. 


"Meanwhile, Colorado has increased its 
military 


guard along the Kansas border and is erecting barb 
wire defenses to forestall a possible attack by the 
Topeka dictator's troops for the purpose of carrying 
out his annexation program. 


"A government spokesman at Jefferson City ad- 


mitted that the situation is grave, but declared that 
Missouri is ready for any eventuality and will await 
developments with tranquillity. 
The great system of 


underground fortifications constructed in the last 
few years along the entire extent of the 
Kansas 


boundary is regarded as an impassable 
obstacle 


against any attempted invasion by hostile troops. 


"However, the danger of bombardment from the 


air and the possibility of wholesale deaths among the 
civilian population from gas bombs are causing much 
concern in official circles. 


"Intervention by the governor of Iowa, who has 


proposed a four-power arms compact among the 
'states, offers a slight ray of hope that some way can 
be found out of the impasse to avert, or at least post- 
pone, the danger." 


Grotesque as this picture may be, it shows why the 


continent of Europe has never been able to rid itself 
of the menace of war. The existence of so many di- 
verse nationalities, all pursuing then- selfish ends and 
all suspicious of each other, prevents unified action 
which would create an atmosphere of peace and good 
will and enable each country to build up its own 
economic structure unharassed by the fear that some 
unruly neighbor might run amuck at any time. 


We are more fortunate here in the United States 


than most of us realize. One flag, one government, 
and one language are more than a mere sentimental 
expression; they are the 
foundation of 
American 


freedom and civilization. They not only insure peace 
*nd amity among all the members of the 
federal 


union, but they also make it possible for us to live 
on the most friendly terms with contiguous nations. 
The entire absence of fortifications on either side 
of our Canadian and Mexican borders is proof that 
nations can, if they are so disposed, get along well 
with each other on a footing of mutual respect and 
good will. 


THE GARBAGE FED PIG. 


COMMISSIONER C. A. RANDALL, of the Nebras- 


ka state railway commission, in discussing the 


recent "pig massacre" conducted under the Wallace 
farm program, propounds a question, 
undoubtedly 


not intended to be political but which bears a brand 
of partisanship. 


Mr. Randall wants to know who eats the corn. So 


do a great many farmers and middle western busi- 
ness men. They are worried and honestly so over the 
effect of slaughtering large numbers of young pigs. 


Some years ago, there grew up in this country a 


practice which furnishes more serious competition for 
the producer of corn than the recent pig massacre. 
It is the garbage fattened pork. Under the program 
developed in scores and scores of larger cities, gar- 
bage collections have been based upon the system of 
letting a contract to a company. The charge of col- 
lecting is nominal. The company makes its profit by 
fattening pigs upon the refuse which comes from 
the tables of thousands and thousands of homes in 
the cities. Huge quantities of pork so produced find 
their way to the market. Prior to a surplus of corn, 
it seemed the economical manner of handling the 
garbage problem. It took care of refuse without a 
great burden upon the city dwellers. Now that the 
question of surplus has entered in, it seems perti- 
nent some thought should be given to whether the 
livestock raiser isn't entitled to some protection 
against competition of that type, to say nothing of 
those who eat the pork. 


The hog isn't a dainty animal. He has been a 


scavenger all his life and probably always will be, 
but If public opinion comes to the conclusion he isn't 
to be fattened on garbage, a market will be opened 
for a great deal more corn than now exists. 


WHT SPOIL ROMANCE. 
SIR WALLACE BUDGE, the distinguished Egyp- 


tolcgist ofthe British museum, has taken some 


more of the Joy out of life along with some associ- 
ated scientists and archaeologists. He has refuted 
the story so frequently circulated that wheat and 
barley stored in the tombs of the Pharoahs will grow 
after the lapse of more than 3.000 years. 


Actually, the evidence supporting that belief Is 


due to the trickery of native Egyptians, he says, 
who have been secreting and storing grains in the 
tombs for hundreds of years. They sell them to 
the tourist, along with a fanciful yarn, and when 
the visitor returns home, he gets a great thrill out 
of watching the seeds sprout. 


Cereals retain their vitality not to exceed eighteen 


to nineteen years, while some plant life is known to 
live in the sea for half a century.

What do yon think of the wis- 


dom of onr municipalities borrow- 
ing money for civic improvements? 


ANSWER. 
It would be a profound mistake 
to encourage municipal authorities 
to suppose that their function is to 
borrow and spend as much money 
as possible. Too many of them are 
already bitten by that bug. The 
benefits of loans expended for such 
improvements as you indicate are 
often transitory and usually result 
in no greater civic resources and 
heavily increased municipal indebt- 
edness. At the same time the cry- 
ing need for certain specified im- 
provements, and 
the 
present low 
costs of labor undoubtedly make 
some public projects desirable, and 
in some instances even self-liqui- 
dating where the public are charged 
a fee for the use of the improve- 
ments. 
Proper housing of the poor, wip- 


ing- out of slums and acquiring of 
land for parks and playgrounds are 
enterprises conducive to the peo- 
ple's health and happiness. Land 
values In cities are now at such low 
levels that some of these enter- 
prises could be carried out at a 
greatly reduced cost as compared 
with that of prior years. But they 


require careful planning, honesty 
in their 
construction and econo- 


my all down the line; three factors 
not always conspicuously present in 


i matters of this character. 
! 
Concerning them, the banks could 


! well consider the reduction of their 
interest charges and 
contractors 


the wisdom of moderate profits. 
Such improvements if undertaken 
must therefore be co-operative on 
the part of all. otherwise they will 
result in losses. Right-minded ci- 
tizens will agree that today a com- 
mon spirit of unselfishness is essen- 
tial to the conomic expenditure of 
every dollar loaned for civic pur- 
poses. 


As it now stands too many mu- 
nicipalities have been so reckless 
and extravagant in the past that 
their credit is now impaired to such 
an extent that they can only se- 
cure loans at extremely high inter- 
est rates or not at all, a condition 
which practically excludes those 
cities from even contemplating fur- 
ther expenditures for civic better- 
ments. 
And the more imperative 
requirements of feeding and hous- 
ing the unemployed 
take 
prece- 


dence over all projects .for munici- 
pal 
improvements, regardless of 


how desirable the latter may be. 


QUESTION. 


What are your conclusions about 
broadcasting sermons by radio? 


ANSWER. 


After approximately ten years on 
the radio I find that the Ameri- 
can people, and by that term I in- 
clude our Canadian friends, desire 
simplicity, directness and brevity 
and accuracy in broadcasted ser- 
mons. They do not care to hear 
about 
the 
preacher's particular 
opinions and still less concerning 
his sectarian peculiarities. If he 
would win and retain their atten- 
tion he must deal with those basic 
truths of religion which are in- 
dorsed by general experience and 
he must state them sympathetically 
and comprehensively. 
I have also found that instead of 
the average man or woman being 
indifferent about spiritual realities 
they are eager to have them ex- 
plained and discussed.. Churchmen 
should lay it to heart that where- 
as millions of our fellow citizens 
are indifferent to what may be 
called "churchianity," they are alert 
to Christianity. 
The controversies 


of ecclesiastics receive short thrift 
from the members of the radio au- 
dience, whereas clean cut exposi- 
tions of religion as a solution of 
their problems and a way of life 
are as welcome as the flowers in 
May. 


Contrary to some popular con- 
ceptions, radio sensationalism may 
thrive for a time, yet presently it 
falters and fades out. The divine 
who supposes he can keep a big un- 
seen audience by alarmist declara- 
tions is sadly mistaken. Hosts of 
souls in every walk of life whom 
one has never seen nor will see on 
earth are his generous and consid- 
erate friends. 
They do not seem 


to realize that religious broadcast- 
ing entails quite a heavy expense, 
but they seldom complain or criti- 
cize. 
Such are my personal ex- 


periences on the radio and they 
have brightened a memorable dec- 
ade of my pastoral service.

Fewer Sheep Being Fed 


In Nebraska This Year 
In line with the national trend 


sheep feeding operations In Nebras- 
ka have been reduced from fifteen 
to twenty per cent, according to 
A. E. Anderson, state and federal 
agrciultural statistician. 


"The movement of stocker and 


feeder sheep Into Nebraska during 
the period July to September in- 
clusive was about thirty per cent 
smaller than the movement durtag 
their period in 1932," Anderson said. 
He went on to explain that mo- 
tives for these reduced operations 
may be traced to farm prices which 
have continued to decline from the 
high point reached last July. Feed 
Anderson reported, has continued 
to drop }n price and this factor may 
Induce larger operations later on 
in the season. 
"Since October I," Anderson de- 
clared, "there has been some move- 
ment of feeder lambs to central 
Platte valley stations."

(By the Associated Press) 


"This is no time for panic.. ' 
Such, in brief, was the worldwide 


reaction today to Germany's with- 
drawal from the League of Nations 
and the disarmament 
conference 


and the international developments 
which followed. 
A grave view of the resultant 


situation was shared by all. 
"We are facing the possibility of 
another war," cried Senator Wil- 
liam E. Borah, Idaho republican, at 
Boise. 
But, added the former chairman 


of the senate foreign relations com- 
mittee, no single nation is to blame. 
"It is the fruit of the policies of 
many nations." 
At Washington, however, 
Secre- 


tary of State Cordell Hull placed 
the blame for impeding world pro- 
gress toward disarmament squarely 
up to the reich. 
Other Reactions. 


In other quarters the reaction 


was: 
London—Newspapers urged Great 
Britain to remain 
cool, 
insisting 
that peace was not necessarily 
threatened. Urging denunciation of 
the Locarno peace pact, Lord Beav- 
erbroofc reminded 
that it bound 


France under certain conditions to 
demand British support in military 
movements against Germany. 
Paris—"The situation is grave,"' 
said a foreign 
office spokesman, 


"but France is keeping cool." Of- 
ficial silence was expected to oe 
maintained 
until Tuesday, while 


England and the United States re- 
action is noted. Significantly. Min- 
ister of Pensions Edmond Miellet 
said at Belfort that despite the need 
for economy, "the budget for na- 
tional defense will not be touched." 


Rome Surprised. 


Rome—Some delegates at Geneva 
expressed the opinion Italy might 
have known beforehand of Ger- 
many's plans to withdraw, but of- 
ficial 
sources 
at Rome affirmed 
their complete and sincere surprise. 
"Although unexpected." said the 
official news agency, Stefani. "the 
decisions taken by the German gov- 
ernment were learned with greatest 
calm."

Vyaschelsaff Mootoff. president of

Rids Chancellor of 
Last Opposition. 


BERLIN, Oct. 16—(/P>—When the 


German nation marches to the polls 
November 12 to' give Chancellor 
Adolf Hitler unanimous endorse- 
ment, it may unwittingly put an 
end to the German presidency. 


There are indications that Presi- 


dent Von Hindenburg. after 
the 


nation has overwhelmingly endorsed 
Hitler and his policies, may decide 
that the moment has come when 
he can lay aside the cares of office 
and retire to his home at Neudeck 
—thus making Hitler Germany's 
supreme ruler in name as well as 
in fact. 


It is an open secret, though the 


press says nothing about it, that 
the question of Von Hindenburg's 
retirement has been under consid- 
eration both by himself and the 
Hitler cabinet. 


Devotion to duty kept the 86- 


year-old chief of state from resign- 
ing so long as the Nazi regime was 
not completely intrenched. 


There is also little doubt that 


Hindenburg, from a sense of loyal- 
ty to his former sovereign, would 
be happiest if he could resign in 
favor of Wilhelm II. 


Prince Visits Neudeck. 


In this connection, the recent 


visit of Crown Prince Frederick 
Wilhelm to Neudeck was much 
commented upon in political circles. 


However, among Nazi storm troop- 


ers, 
who are the backbone of the 


Hitler regime, there is little en- 
thusiasm for a • monarchy. 


In the coming reichstag election 


campaign, called for when the Ger- 
man government withdrew from 
both the League of Nations and the 
disarmament conference, the presi- 
| dency question naturally will not 
' even be mentioned. 


Touched off by rallies, parades 


and blazing posters, the publicity 
campaign was in full swing within 
a few hours after Germany's stand 
on the league and disarmament be- 
came known. 


Thousands of meetings were ad- 


vertised 
and 
every 
conceivable 


means of reaching the public ear 
and eye employed. 


The president's dissolution of the 


reichstag was seen as ridding Hit- 
ler of his last oppositionists. Men 
who have opposed him will not be 
up for re-election. 


Voters merely will mark "yea'1 or 


"nay" on the Nazi ballots—with no 
alternative names in case of a 
"nay." 


May Abolish Presidency. 


In inner Nazi councils, the idea 


has often been discussed of abolish- 
ing the reich presidency after Hin- 
denburg and creating the office of 
"Reichsfuehrer" — meaning reich's 
leader—who 
naturally 
would 
be 


Hitler. 


It is even conceivable that the 
chancellorship would then be abol- 
ished, although another version has 
it that Minister of 
Propaganda 


Goebbels will be appointed chancel- 
lor by Hitler. 


As the pre-election campaign be- 


gan 
without delay, Hitler 
was 


cheered 
wildly 
in 
meetings 
at 


Munich and Berlin. 


"Ours," Hitler declared at Munich, 
'is the splendid task to fill peo- 
ple's hearts with fresh courage..."

SALARY RULING 


Now Says Judge Munday 


Pay Should Be Old 


Rate of $5,000. 


Reversing his previous ruling, At- 


torney General Paul Good Monday 
issued an opinion holding that Dis- 
trict Judge F. J. Munday, who was i 
appointed last spring to fill the un- 
expired term of the late Judge J. 
W. James of Hastings, is entitled to 
pay at the old salary of $5,OCO per 
year instead of the $4,000 figure 
fixed by the last legislature in S. F. 
52 reducing the pay of constitu- 
tional state officers. 


Citing the constitutional provi- 


sion that compensation of any pub- 
lic otficer cannot be Increased or 
diminished during "his term of of- 
fice," the attorney general refers to 
a Nebraska Supreme court ruling 
made in 1905 defining term of of- 
lic« as that fixed by the constitu- 
tion, in this case four years. Hence, 
the attorney general rules. Judge 
Munday's salary cannot be reduced, 
or increased, until the original term 
of office for which his predecessor 
was elected, shall expire. 
"To hold otherwise," the attorney 


general writes in the opinion given 
State Auditor W. B. Price, "would 
be to present the strange situation 


Mif one judge performing the same 
Services as the rest of the judges 
at a salary greatly reduced from 
the others. It seems clear that the 
framers of the constitution did not 
intend to create that situation." 


Judge James was elected last No- 


vember, taking office January 1, 
several months before the enact- 
ment of S. F. 52. He died during 
the spring, leaving Judge Munday 
more than three years to serve at 
the old salary of $5,000 per year 
under the attorney general's rul:lig.

Luikart Sends More Data 


To Washington On 


State Needs. 


State Bank Supt. E. H. Luikart is 


forwarding additional data to Wash- 
ington in an attempt to get federal 
reserve approval of a plan to pump 
new funds into restricted banks, as 
well as to proude means for pa\uig 
off the depositors of failed banks in 
whole or in pait. 
Luikart hopes to get about $10,- 


500,000 in the near futuie for dis- 
tribution to failed bank depositoi 
out of the approximately $35 000,000 
total deposits in the about 325 state 
banks in receivership. 


The strengthening of restucted 


banks so they can reopen on an un- 
restricted basis is giving more con- 
cern because of the necessity of get- 
ting a ruling from the federal re- 
serve board 
that if the B. F. C. 
purchases 
debenture 
bonds, 
the 


ward will not 
construe them as 
oans. 


"It would be a reasonable ruling,'1 


Luikart said, "as the bonds would be 
a lien only against earnings and not 
against assets Thus the only per- 
sons who could be hurt would be 
he stockholders and they are anx- 
ous to put the banks back into nor- 
mal operation."

HOLLYWOOD, Oct. 16—(AP)-— 


Sensational charges against Warner 
Bros, Paramount and Metro-Gold- 
wyn-Mayer film companies were 
disclosed today by two groups of 
screen creative talent, actors and 
writers, as they earned directly to 
President Roosevelt a fight against 
the proposed motion picture code. 
Bitterly attacking the proposals 


to include star anti-raicung and 
salary control board clauses in the 
code, the Screen Writers guild and 
the newly organized Screen Actors 
guild telegraphed the president they 
would resist "by every means at our 
command" any attempt by the 
^'financial buccaneers" who have 
"bankrupted the major companies" 
to "saddle" their sins on the cre- 
ative talent. 


The protestants ascnbed to the 
Warner Brothers a principal part 
in the fight for the anti-raidinc 
clause.
